Reagan and Gorbachev stress 
need to end Iran-Iraq war 

Soviet leader reaffirms support for PLO 


AMMAN (J.T.) — VS. President 
Ronal d Reagan and Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev have sent 
messages to King Hassan II of 
Morocco, the current chairman of 
the Arab League, in reply to the 
Moroccan king’s message to the 
two superpower leaders on the eve 
of their summit in Geneva Nov. 
19-20. 

In his message. President Rea- 
gan expressed concern over the 
continuing Iran-Iraq war and said 
the VS. was exerting all efforts to 
prevent further escalation in the 
five-year-old conflict and block 
arms supplies to Iran. 

According to a text of foe mes- 
sage released in Rabat on Friday, 
the U.S. president also noted that 
Iran is still rejecting all efforts for 
peace and reaffirmed that Was- 
hington would continue its efforts 
to put an end to foe war very soon. 

Reports available to the Jordan 
Times on Satuiday did not say 
whether foe UJS. president ref- 


erred to the Arab- Israeli conflict 
and ongoing efforts to find a set- 
tlement to the Palestinian pro- 
blem. 

King Hassan’s messages to Mr. 
Reagan and Mr. Gorbachev were 
believed to have extensively dealt 
with foe Arab- Israeli conflict as 
well as the Gulf war and appealed 
for superpower intervention to 
ford a solution to the both pro- 
blems but it was not dear whether 
Mr. Reagan ignored the reference 
to foe Palestinian problem. 

Mr. Gorbachev’s message to 
King Hassan stressed the necessity 
to bring foe Iran-Iraq war to an 
end and reaffirmed the Soviet pos- 
ition that an international con- 
ference on the Middle East was 
the most proper forum to work out 
a settlement to foe Palestinian 

problem. 

Mr. Gorbachev reiterated Sov- 
iet support for foe Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (FLO) as the 
sole legitimate representative of 


the Palestinian people and cited as 
a prerequisite the PLO's role in 
any efforts for peace in foe Middle 
East. 

The Soviet leader described as 
'‘irresponsible and dangerous” 
the U.S. and Israeli stands towards 
the Middle East conflict. 

He also reiterated firm Soviet 
support for the struggle of the Pal- 
estinian people for their right to 
establish foezr own state under foe 
leadership of the PLO. 

King Hassan’s messages to Mr. 
Gorbachev and Mr. Reagan had 
called on the two superpowers to 
give priority to the Middle East 
conflict in their deliberations in 
Geneva. 

The Soviet and American mes- 
sages reported on Friday were the 
superpower’s answer to the Mor- 
occan king, who was charged by 
the August 1985 Casablanca 
summit to explain to Washington 
and Moscow the Arab position on 
efforts for Mideast peace. 


Waite wants to meet Collett’s captors 
after journalist sends video-taped appeal 


BEIRUT \ Agencies) — Anglican 
envoy Terry Waite said on Sat- 
urday he would like to meet face- 
to-face with the captors of kid- 
napped British journalist Alec 
Collett who are demanding the 
release of “Arab and Muslim” pri- 
soners in Britain. 

. Mr. Waite made his comment in 
a telephone contact with news 
agencies in Beirut after he dro- 
pped out of sight to conduct secret 
negotiations with other kid- 
nappers who are holding Ame- 
rican hostages (See page 2), 

“As I'm here I would Kfce to 
meet face-to-face with those peo- 
ple who are holding Alec Collett 
and I hope they will contact me,” 
he said without elaborating. 

Mr, Waite returned to Beirut on 
his thud shuttle since Nov, 13 on 
Friday and appealed for the rel- 
ease of all kidnap victims in Leb- 
anon. 

He has said he was only been in 


touch with foe kidnappers of four 
Americans so far. But he noted 
that he wonld work for foe release 
of foe other foreign hostages who 
include four Frenchmen and an 
Italian businessman. 

A 10- minute videotaped mes- 
sage from Mr. Collett was sent to 
Beirut’s independent An Nahar 
newspaper. In it, he appealed to 
British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher to - meet his captors* 
demand for foe release of Cite pri- 
soners in Britain. 

The message from Mr. Collett, 
the first word heard of him since a 
tape sent to his wife last May, fol- 
lowed a flurry of appeals for his 
release in recent days by British 
and U-N. officials. 

Commenting on Mr. Collett's 
message, British Ambassador 
John Gray said: “We're obviously 
very interested. We are studying, 
foe tape very carefully.** 


“Anything which puts us in’ 
touch is positive. But they’re still 
in touch with An Nahar and not 
directly with us,” he said. 

A copy of foe film was made 
available to reporters by the new- 
spaper on Saturday. 

In the film, Mr. Collett said; 
“Mrs. Thatcher’s position is irr- 
esponsible in that it does not res- 
pond to values or to human 
rights... and foe safety of British 
people.” 

Mr. Collett urged Mrs. Tha- 
tcher to give 'utmost con- 
sideration' to his kidnappers’ 
demands. 

The colour film showed foe Bri- 
ton, wearing a dark blue denim 
jacket, draw repeatedly on a cig- 
arette as he wished his wife, Ela- 
ine, and three children “a very 
merry Christmas.” 

The film was the first news of 
Mr. Collett, 63, for seven months.

King meets Cheysson, calls for 
enhanced EC-Arab cooperation

AMMAN — His Majesty King 1 
Hussein on Saturday called for 
enhanced cooperation in all fields 
between the European Com- 
munity (EC) and foe Arab World. 

The King’s call came during a 
meeting he had with Claude Che- 
ysson, a member of the EC Com- 
mission for North-South Rel- 
ations, who began a visit to Jordan 
on Friday. 

The Jordanian News Agency, 
Petra, which reported foe mee- 
ting, said Mr. Cheysson praised 
tiie King’s relentless efforts aimed 
at achieving a just and durable 
peace in foe Middle East and hai- 
led foe Feb. 11 agreement bet- 
ween Jordan and the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
for a negotiated settlement to the. 
Arab- Israeli conflict. 

The EC envoy’s meeting with 
the King was attended- by His 
Royal Highness Crown Prince 
Hassan, Royal Court Chief Mj- 
wan AI Qasem, Minister of Pla- 
nning Abdullah Nsour and EC 
delegate to Jordan Romano Lan- 
tini, Petra said. 

The agency did not say whether 
Mr. Cheysson conveyed to the 
King a new “EC contribution” to 
the ongoing Middle East peace 
process. Informed sources had 
said foe former French foreign 
minister was expected to unveil 
the new EC move during his cur- 
rent visit to Jordan.

Nigerian 
coup leaders 
reportedly 
under trial 

LAGOS (R) — A court martial on 
Satuiday was Hying military off- 
icers accused of plotting to topple 
Nigerian leader General Ibrahim 
Babangida, according to Western 
diplomats. 

They said the court martial was 
sitting at Bonny camp army bar- 
racks in Lagos and it seemed pun- 
ishment would be swift. 

Defence Minister General 
Domkat Bali told a press con- 
ference bn Friday that me plotters 
came from all the armed services 
and would -be dealt with in acc- 
ordance with military law. 

Gen. Bali and Information Min- 
ister Lieutenant -Colonel Ant- 
hony Ukpo declined to name 
those arrested but senior military 
sources said three army generals 
.and many senior air force officers 
had been held. 

It was unclear why foe aut- 
horities were withholding the 
names of those being held after 
the swift announcement on Friday 
of the coup plot in contrast to 
previous military regimes that 
have tended to play down such 
attemp ts. 

Gen . Bali said foe main grudges 
of the coup plotters were Nigeria's 
rejecting of a credit facility from 
the International Monetary Fond 
and Gen. Babangida's liberal 
stand on human rights. 

National newspapers on Sat- 
urday i sported widespread con- 
demnation of the amp plot. They 
qyoted many Nigerians' as saying 
tiie couhtry needed peace to face 
its econpraic problems. 

Gen. jBabangida himself seized 
power cm August 27 in a bloodless 
coup fhpt ousted General Moh- 
ammad Bohan, now held under 
house arrest. 


U.S. says Israel to scrap 
spy unit and return all 
‘illegally obtained 9 papers 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
The VS. State Department has 
said that Israel has acted to dis- 
band an unauthorised “unit” 
which had spied on foe United 
States and agreed to return all ill- 
egally obtained U.S. documents. 

The statement came as a team 
of US. investigators flew back to 
the United States at foe end of an 
unusual nine-day mission in Israel 
to gather information on the all- 
eged spy activities of VS. navy 
intelligence analyst Jonathan Pol- 
lard, who was arrested last month 
and charged with passing L'^. mil- 
itary secrets to Israel. 

“The government of frrad rei- 
terated to foe United States team 
its statement foal the persons con- 
cerned acted without authority 
and against its policy," a sta- 
tement read r ~ reporters said. 

While U.S. Justice Department 
officials are continuing to gather 
evidence in the case against Pol- 
lard, foe statement appeared to 
bring a dose an embarrassing inc- 
ident that had strained the usually 
dose US.-Israeli relations. 

“Based on the solid foundation 
of deep friendship, dose affinity, 
and mutual trust, both gov- 
ernments reaffirm their det- 
ermination to continue their dose 
cooperation in all fields ” the sta- 
tement said. 

As a result of Israel's coo- 
peration. U.S. intelligence sharing 

will beresumed “in all fields,” said 
Charles Redman, a State Dep- 
artment spokesman. 


Redcnan re fused to identify the 
documents that were returned.

News reports have identified 
two of those persons as Israeli dip- 
lomats working as science attaches 
in Israel's Washington embassy 
and New York consulate who are 
believed to have been Pollard's 
contacts in foe United States.

The journalist, Hassan Abdul 
Halim of the Jerusalem-based 
Arabic Al Fqjr newspaper, dis- 
appeared three months ago after 
he wrote an investigative article on 
fraudulent sales of Palestinian- 
owned land in the occupied West 
Bank. 

Abdul Halim's body was found 
in badty decomposed condition by 
two shepherds, and cotdd only be 
identified by documents found on 
it, Israel Television said. It said 
police had not yet established the 
cause of his death, but that fra- 
gments of a hand grenade were 
found next to his body. 

A major building developer and 
a former aide to the deputy agr- 
iculture minister in the last gov- 
ernment have been charged with 
involvement in the land scandal. 

Police said later Abdul Halim 
was Idled by a hand-grenade 
which exploded at chest level. They 
said it appeared the body was bro- 
ught to foe field near Ramallah by 
two Arab shepherds.

Mr. Waite, special envoy of 
Archbishop of Canterbury Robert 
Runde, said after arriving in Bei- 
rut from London Friday he was 
optimistic but warned that the sit- 
uation was complex.

The Americans, held for up to 
1 1 months by the mysterious Isl- 
amic Jihad (holy war) group, beg- 
ged President Reagan in an open 
letter last month to have them 
home for Christmas. 

Mr. Waite is the first Western 
mediator believed to have made 
contact with the group. He had 
face-to-face talks with the kid- 
nappers last month and has since 
conferred with government and 
church officials in Europe and the 
United States. 


"There is a definite way forward 
if common sense and reason pre- 
vail," he said. 

Mr. Waite added he had no 
plans to see a two-man French 
government team which arrived in 
Beirut this week to resume a fre- 
edom mission for four Fre- 
nchmen. Their abductions earlier 
this year were also claimed by Isl- 
amic Jihad. 

But he appealed for die release 
of all hostages in Lebanon be ihey 
t Lebanese, French, Italian or Bri- 
tish. 

An Italian and a Briton are also 
being held by kidnappers, as are 
hundreds of Lebanese abducted 
during the civil war. 

Mr. Waite said he wanted to 
talk to the captors of the Ame- 
ricans about discussions he held 
earlier this week in Geneva. He 
declined to elaborate on those 
talks, but a Gulf newspaper has 
reported he met an unnamed sen- 
ior Kuwaiti official. 


Islamic Jihad has threatened to 
kill the Americans — Roman Cat- 
holic Priest Lawrence Jenco, uni- 
versity professor Thomas Sut- 
herland, hospital director David 
Jacobsen and journalist Terry 
Anderson —if Washington fails to 
press for the release of 1 7 Arabs in 
Kuwaiti jails. 

Mr. Waite, speaking at a hotel, 
asked reporters not to follow him 
in the next few days. "I shall be, I 
hope, dropping out of sight and

Pope Shenouda vows never to visit 
Jerusalem until it returns to Arab rule 


KUWAIT (AP) — Egypt'sCoptic 
"Pope’* Shenouda was quoted 
Saturday as vowing never to visit 
Jerusalem before it is returned to 
Arab sovereignty from Israeli- 
rule. 

“I will never enter Jerusalem 
alone, not without my Muslim 
(Arab) brethren.’* he told the ind- 
ependent newspaper A1 Siyassa in 
an interview. 

The patriarch of the Coptic Chr- . 
istian Church of Alexandria and 
the rest of Africa, Pope Shenouda 
is to the Christian natives of Egypt 
what Pope John Paul n is to the 
Catholics of the world. 

Pope Shenouda told the paper 
that Israel "will also have to vac- 
ate all the Arab territory it seized 
in (the Mideast war of) 1967.** 

He complained that Israel after 
the 2967 war handed over gua- 
rdianship of. the Jerusalem “Sul- 
tan ^Monastery’* to ihe Coptic. 
.Church of Ethiopia, irisistingthat 
the inonastery belonged to hk- 
churcffi" • 

Since the 1967 war Pope She- 
nouda has ordered Egyptian 
Copts not to make their annual 
pilgrimage to Jerusalem. 

Pope Shenouda commanded 
the emotional following of Eth- 
iopian Copts and church until the 


dethronement of Emperor Haile 
Selassie in 1974, when a pro- 
Moscow military junta took over 
power and curbed the influence of 
that church. 

Pope Shenouda told AI Siyassa 
that he had taken his case to Israeli 
courts which, he said, have ruled 
that the Sultan Monastery be ret- 
urned to the Egyptian church. 

“But the Israeli government has 
contended that the monastery was 
more of a political case and never 
executed the court ruling,** he 
complained. 

Responding to a question. Pope 
Shenouda rejected as a “false con- 
tention" the saying that the Jews 
represent the chosen people of 
God. 

He said that former U.S. Pre- 
sident Jimmy Carter asked him 
the same question in 1977 and 
that his answer was: 

“ Palestine in the Old Testament 
was the home of Prophets, where 
the Jews'cohstituted the world’s 
believers. But today we cannot 
regard the Jews as the chosen race . 
It is not rational for us to say that 
God would restrict belief to a 
small group of human beings and. 
tel I the millions who believe in him 
‘you are not my people’.’’ 


Asked about his conflict with 
the late Egyptian President 


Anwar Sadat, Pope Shenouda 
complained that “Sadat viewed 
my defence of the Copts as med- 
dling in politics." 

“Sadat blamed me for the att- 
itude of Egyptian Copts who live 
abroad," he said. “In fact, Sadat 
thought 1 was instigating these 
Copts against him. These Copts 
live in a different political climate 
where any leader can be criticised 
publicly." 

Pope Shenouda had been ban- 
ished to a Western Egyptian des- 
ert monastery by Sadat who acc- 
used him of instigating Muslira- 
Qiristian conflict in Egypt. Pope 
Shenouda was also blamed for 
demonstrations against Sadat by 
Egyptian Copts in the United Sta- 
tes during a visit there by the Egy- 
ptian leader in 1980.

He said that Sadat in his last 
days “did not accept argument, 
from anyone... that was his real 
problem, die problem that pre- 
cipitated the arrest of a number of • 
clergymen, politicians, lawyers, 
students and others in 1981.” 

“Nevertheless I was grieved by 
his (Sadat) assassination." he 
added. 


Moscow rebuffs protest over Libyan missiles 


WASHINGTON (R) - The Uni- 
ted States has protested to Mos- 
cow over the installation of 
Soviet- made SA5 long-range 
anti-aircraft missiles in Libya, but 
the protest was rebuffed, the 
Washington Post reported Sat- 
urday. 

The missiles, which are exp- 
ected to be manned by Soviet tro- 


ops. have been installed in at least 
two Libyan locations, the Post 
said. 

"This clearly exceeds any leg- 
itimate security requirements the 
Libyans have," State Department 
Spokesman Charles Redman told 
the Post. 

"This is a significant and dan- 
gerous escalation in the Soviet- 


Libyan arms relationship. 

“We have made clear (to .Mos- 
cow) our concern about this esc- 
alation and Soviet support for an 
irresponsible and erratic regime," 
Mr. Redman said. 

Another department spo- 
kesman later told Reuters Mr.

"were accurate.

Abidjan earlier this year est- 
ablished diplomatic links wife 
several Eastern Bloc nations, inc- 
luding East Germany, North 
Korea and Albania. 

Last Wednesday it restored dip- 
lomatic links with Israel after a 
12 -year interruption, the third 
black African nation to go back on 
an Organisation of African Unity 
(OAU) decision calling for a 
break in ties with the Jewish state. 

The Arab League said Friday it 
deeply regretted the Ivory Coast's 
decision to restore frill diplomatic 
relations with Israel.

Ethiopia reportedly sends youngsters to fight 


LONDON (R) — Hundreds of 
boys and girls aged between 12 
and 15 have been sent into battle 
by fee Ethiopian army in its str- 
uggle againstEritrean rebels, acc- 
ording to opponents of fee gov- 
ernment in Addis Ababa. 

A relief agency witness also says 
Ethiopian troops have used chi- 
ldren to fi ght against rebels now 
holding many of the youngsters in 
prisoner-of-war camps. 

Amdemichael Kh asai. spo- 
kesman for fee Eritrean People’s 
liberation Front (EPLF) fi g ht i n g 
for independence from Addis 
Ababa, told Reuters in Paris: 
“Among nearly 10,000 prisoners 
held by the EPLF more than 100 
are children.” 

Mary Dines, a spokeswoman of 
fee Eritrean Relief Association 
(ERA), said in London she had 
seen up to 600 prisoners aged 
between 12 and 15 in camps run 


by fee EPLF between 1983 and 
May, 1984. 

An Ethiopia's embassy spo- 
kesman in London, counsellor 


'Teshome Teklu, declined com- 
ment on the allegations. But Ite 
added that national service in his 
country began at fee age of 18. 

The ERA depends upon the 
EPLF to allow it to distiibute food 
and medicine in Ethiopia’s nor- 
thern Red Sea province of Eritrea.

Rabin: Syrian missiles may cause escalation of conflict 


TEL AVIV (AP) — Israeli Def- 
ence Minister Yitzhak Rabin war- 
ned that Syria’s recent dep- 
loyment of anti-aircraft missiles 
on its border with Lebanon could 
lead to an escalation of conflict 
wife Israel.. 

Mr. Rabin told cadets at fee Isr- 
aeli Army Officer School Friday 
that the most likely scenario for 
increased tension wife Syria was 
based on future Israeli air attacks 
on Palestinian commando bases 
in east Lebanon's Bekaa Valley, 
which is within range of fee mis- 
siles deployed by Syria. 

The statement from the open 
forum programme was broadcast 
by Israel Television and was to be 
transmitted in full on Sunday. 

An Israeli official, speking on 
condition of anonymity, told for- 
eign correspondents at a briefing 
this week that if Syria fired fee 
missiles at Israeli planes “I assume 
we will think of retaliation, even if 
they don’t hit." 

The AI Baath newspaper of 
President Haafez Assad’s ruling 
party warned earlier this week 
that Syria would not tolerate Isr- 


ael’s continued violation of Leb- 
anon’s airspace, and other state- 
run media accused the United Sta- 
tes of seeking to “create a new 
missile crisis wife Syria." 

Damascus Radio asked why the 
United States, which successfully 
pressured Syria into removing 
other missiles from- Lebanon, did 
not condemn 'Israels daily flights 
over Lebanon or Israel’s shooting 
down two Syrian MiG-23 fighters 
inside Syrian territory on Nov. 1 9 . 

Rabin tries to reduce fee gro- 
wing tension with Syria by str- 
essing earlier this week that lie did 
not see “ any political reason 
which justifies the initiation of war 
by Syria."' 

But he told the officer cadets 
that although he did not see any 
direct cause for war with Syria, 
“fee very deployment of the mis- 
siles where they are has created a 
new situation for intelligence 
flights and operational flights, oot 
against Syria but against terrorist 
targets in Lebanon." 

“As a result of our not wishing 
to arrive at a conflict wife Syria, 
and as a result of a Syrian error, we 


are likely to find ourselves in a 
situation of contains det- 
erioration, escalation," he said. 

. Rabin’s comments followed a 
series of other warnings by pol- 
itical leaders and analysts feat if 
Syria .were to use fee Soyietr 
supplied missiles it has placed next- 
lo its border against Israeli rec : ‘ 
onajssance fights over Lebanon, 
this could spark off a chain- 
reaction of escalation leading to 
open conflict between fee two sta- 
tes. 

The army’s deputy chief of 
Staff, Maj:- Gen. Dan Sbomron, 
was quoted on Thursday as saying 
fee situation could deteriorate, 
although Syria was not yet pre- 
pared tor full-scale war. 

“It will play a dangerous game 
on the border which it estimates is 
the border of our reaction, too," 
fee daily Yediot Ahronot quoted 
him as saying. 

But former military intelligence 
chief Maj .-Gen. Yehoshua Saguy 
said on Wednesday feat Syrian 
brinkmanship, and Israeli rea- 
ctions to it, could get out of con-

Jordan acting to curb TB, bilharzia 

AMMAN (J.T.) — The Health 
Ministry is ordering all non- 
Jordanian workers with tub- 
erculosis to leave the country, but 
those suffering from bilharzia will 
not be forced to leave, a ministry 
spokesman said Saturday. He said 
that non-Jordanian workers are 
being screened to find out if they 
have either disease, and only those 
with tuberculosis will be ordered 
out, while the bilharzia patients 
will be treated and will not be ord- 
ered to leave. 

The measure is being put into 
force in cooperation with foe min- 
istries’ of Labour and Interior, the 
spokesman said. 

A total of 14,000 cases of bil- 
harzia were discovered among 
non-Jordanian workers between 
1979 and 1985, and all possible 
measures are being taken to stop 
the spread of the disease, acc- 
ording to Minister of Health Zaid 
Hamzeh. 


He said in a statement carried 
Thursday by the Jordanian News 
Agency, Petra, that only 29 bil- 
harzia cases have been discovered 
among Jordanians over the past 
two years, mostly in tbe Tafileh 
and Barbita districts in southern 
Jordan. But investigation is going 
on for detecting other possible 
cases in the Karak region, Dr. 
Hamzeh pointed out. 

Agreement has been reached 
between the Health Ministry and 
the Labour and Interior ministries 
on preventing non-Jordanians 
coming from countries where bil- 


harzia is endemic from working in 
those regions of Jordan where bil- 
harzia snails have been dis- 
covered, the minister added. 

A periodic laboratory test will 
be conducted on all non- 
Jordanians employed in areas 
where bilharzia snails are found to 
ensure that they remain safe from 
them or else undergo treatment 
until they are cured, foe minister 
said. 

The minister said that bilharzia 
patients are given an oral tre- 
atment which has proved 95 per 
cent successful. 


Arab seminar 
on consultancy 
opens at AOAS 

AMMAN (Petra) — A three-day 
seminar for directors and spe- 
cialists from Arab consultancy 
organisations opened at foe Arab 
Organisation of Administrative 
Studies (AOAS) in Amman Sat- 
urday. 

AOAS Director General Naser 
AJ Sa’igb made an address at tbe 
opening session pointing to the 
importance of developing tbe per- 
formance of consultancy services 
in the Arab World. Consultancy 
oa accounting, engineering and 
economy are among the major fie- 
lds Arab consultancy institutions 
are concerned with. This meeting, 
he said, seeks to give impetus for 
development of human resources 

AOAS specialists, together 
with 10 experts from org- 
anisations around the Arab 
World, will be discussing dif- 
ficulties encountered by man- 
agement of Arab consultancy. 


Al Khayyat explains new 
law to female preachers 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Minister of 
Awqaf and Islamic Affairs Abdul 
Aziz Al Khayyat held a meeting 
Saturday for female Muslim pre- 
achers to explain a law on reg- 
ulating preacning in mosques aivf 
the issuance of judgements related 
to Islamic affairs which was end- 
orsed by parliament on Thursday. 

At the meeting, the minister 
said that pulpits inside mosques 
should not serve as platforms for 
launching attacks on people or ins- 
titutions or sowing seeds of dis- 
sension among the populace. 
Those who issue judgments on 
matters related to religion should 
be qualified to do so and should 
abide by laws and Ministry of 
Awqaf regulations. Sheikh Kha- 
yyat said at the meeting. 

He said that the ministry plans 
to bold training courses and sem- 
inars to spread awareness on pre- 
aching and issue guidelines on 


ways of delivering sermons to the 
congregations. He also called on 
female preachers to make field 
trips and meet with the masses to 
offer guidance on religious mat- 
ters. 

Tbe meeting was attended by 
under secretary of the Ministry of 
Awqaf and Islamic Affairs and 
senior ministry officials. 

The controversial new draft law 
was endorsed by parliament Thu- 
rsday by a majority vote. 

The new law gives the minister 
of Awqaf and Islamic Affairs 
power to ban preaching or spe- 
eches in mosques if the preacher 
violates guidelines set by the min- 
istry. Violators will be issued wri- 
tten warnings in the first instance 
and could face terms of impri- 
sonment ranging from one week 
to one month and fines up to JD 
100 if the violation is repeated.

Television and the press, which continue 
to report on mqjor world sports events, have no doubt had their 
major contribution to the creation of such a zeal for sports 
among Jordanians, old and young. 

Now, however, a general conference by representatives of 
sports organisations in the country is due to be held on Monday 
under the patronage of His Royal Hi ghness Crown Prince 
Hassan. It is being convened to lay down principles and roles 
for organising sports activities and for encouraging Jor danians 
to take part in or attend sports events of all kinds. The meeting, 
organised by the Jordanian National Olympic Committee, off- 
ers a golden opportunity for participants to present their views 
about ways and means for improvements. 

We do not know as yet if ample provisions have been made in 
the coming five-year plan to give impetus to sports, but one can 
come up with a number of suggestions to present to the con- 
ference and the Ministry of Planning on measures conducive to 
the development of sports in Jordan. 

Prince Hassan, who chairs the national committee, recently 
issued a call to all sports organisations, youth clubs and other 
institutions to intensify efforts for the purpose of improving the 
performance of our players, their standards and skills. He also 
called for increased efforts to organise pan-Arab sports tou- 
rnaments; seen as yet another tributary forinteraetkm among 
youths from various Arab countries. 

It is therefore quite reasonable to expect the conference to act 
in line with Prince Hassan’s call and in harmony with national 
aspirations. Increasing and improving facilities for sports like 
swimming, football and tennis, encouraging schools to give 
more attention to sports activities and physical training, gym- 
nastics and games are naturally some positive rec- 
ommendations that one expects from the coming broad-based 
conference. 

But one should also point out that a determination to eli- 
minate causes of negative elements like vandalism of sports 
facilities, violence and hooliganism, lately witnessed in the 
country, should also emerge from the conference. Youth act- 
ivity is indeed a national responsibility, and we hope that the 
coming meeting will lay down essential basis for helping our 
organisations to shoulder this serious task.

A I Ra'i: Europe’s role 

AS Gaude Cheysson. member of the European Community Com- 
mission for North-South relations was winding up his visit to Israel 
and preparing to head for Amman. Israeli Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir announced that Tel Aviv would maintain its rejection of the 
idea of an international conference over the Middle East. The ann- 
ouncement was meant to serve as a blow to the European Com- 
munity's efforts designed to persuade Israel to accept such an idea for 
the sake of achieving a lasting peace with the Arabs. The ann- 
ouncement was also meant to serve as a means of weakening the 
Arab countries confidence in the European Community as a med- 
iator for peace. The Israelis are encouraged in their position and their 
intransigence by the unlimited support they continue to receive from 
the United States which, together with Israel, does not respect the 
views of the international community or that of the European cou- 
ntries. nor does it intend to help the peace process. The United States 
is obstructing the European role in finding peace and continues to 
prevent any one to extend a helping hand to give impetus to end- 
eavours designed to bring about peace bused on justice. But Europe 
should not he discouraged by the stands of the U.S. and Israel in this 
concern, if it really wants the Arabs to regain their rights and end 
Israeli occupation of Arab land. 

AI Dustour: Iran's refusal of peace 

THE Iranian president has reportedly rejected an advice from Mos- 
cow to work towards ending the Gulf war through peaceful means 
and negotiations. The president said that his country will pursue the 
war despite the fact that the Soviet Union would continue supplying 
Iraq with military supplies. The president’s announcement means 
that Moscow has been trying to end the war and mediate to bring 
back peace tt> the Gulf area. But it also meun> that Iran has become 
afraid of Moscow's support for Baghdad in its bid to stop the war by 
peaceful means, something which the Iranians refuse to do because 
Cbey have designs and ambitions to occupy the Arab land of Iraq. The 
Iranian president is thus proving to the world that his country is not 
interested in making peace with its Arab neighbours, and is intent on 
pursuing their aggression and their goals through destruction, blo- 
odshed and more tragedies for the Iranian people. 

Sawt A l Shaab: Iraq defends its rights 

IRAQ has informed the world community about the dangerous 
situation in the Gulf region due to Iran's preparations for another 
offensive across the borders with Iraq. Baghdad also pointed out the 
aggressive statements issued by Iranian rulers against Iraq and thr- 
eats for launching another military operation against the Iraqi ter- 
ritory. In a message to the U.N. Security Council, Iraq said that it is 
determined to exercise all rights to self-defence and will crush the 
Iranian attack in a manner that would put an end to Iran’s arrogance 
and disregard to Jniud Marions principles. In repelling aggression, 
Iraq will be exercising a legitimate right, and at Uie same time it will 
help make the Tehran regime understand the need for reaching a 
peaceful end to the five-year old Gulf oonflict.

Transition from adjustment to recovery 


THE minister of finance has 
devised a new slogan to mark 
the immediate future of the 
Jordanian economy. He said 
in his budget speech to par- 
liament, that the economy is 
passing through a “transition 
from the stage of adjustment to 
the stage of recovery." Sure 
enough, this simple, new exp- 
ression is bound to be heard 
over and over during the next 
few years. 

It has been argued since 
1982 that the Jordanian eco- 
nomy ought to have undergone 
through major adjustments to 
enable it to face the new era of 
tough financial circumstances 
and to abandon old policies 
and practices, which may have 
been appropriate when ado- 
pted in the mid seventies, but 


were no more so after cir- 
cumstances were deeply alt- 
ered. This argument equally is 
also applicable to the five-year 
economic development plan, 
its objectives, measures and 
scale, all of which became out 
of date since mid 1982. 

The budget speech declared, 
for the fust time, that we were 
actually in the stage of adj- 
ustment. It went on to imply 
that we were about to finish 
with this stage and that we nee- 
ded some amendments to our 
a dminis trative and fin a n cial 
laws and regulations in order to 
clear the way of obstacles to 
transition from economic adj- 
ustment to economic recovery. 

We are certainly pleased for

Cou/d new treaty end 
bloodshed in Uganda ? 


NAIROBI (R) - “Oh Uganda 
come together” is a political ral- 
lying call in Uganda which became 
almost a joke as bloody internal 
strife ripped the country apart and 
brought sudden and often brutal 
death of countless thousands of 
people. 

The peace pact signed in Nai- 
robi last Tuesday between the mil- 
itary government led by General 
Tito Okello and the powerful 
rebel National Resistance Army 
of former defence minister Yaw- 
ed Museveni brings hope that the 
slogan will at last be taken ser- 
iously . 

The problem for the small east 
African nation is that for most of 
its modem history and, especially 
since independence from Britain 
in 1962, it has been falling apart. 

The overthrow of president Mil- 
ton Obote last July, which brought 
Okello to power and led eve- 
ntually to the pact, was just tlx 
latest chapter in a history of tribal 
splits and grumblings in the army 
that have hindered the economic 
development of what the young 
Winston Churchill calleJ “the 
pearl of Africa.” Uganda has 
enormous economic potential 
which has never been realised, 
largely because of the tribal div- 
isions that have earned it the rep- 
utation of an African killing gro- 
und, according to Western dip- 
lomats based in East Africa. 

Much of the suffering can "be 
traced to the fact that the tribal 
splits have overshadowed any 
sense of nationhood that was bes- 
towed on Uganda at ind- 
ependence, they said. 

Traditionally Uganda was not a 
nation hvt a collection of kin- 
gdoms based on tribes. Each kin- 
gdom was named after the tribe 
that ruled it and was autonomous. 
Tribal fighting was widespread. 

The British colonial power dec- 
ided to perpetuate limited aut- 
onomy in every kingdom with the 
proud Baganda tribe around the 
capital Kampala receiving special 
favours and jobs in the civil service 
and administration. 

Members of die Acholi tribe, 
from northern Uganda, were rec- 
ruited into the army. They had a 
long military history and their 
boasts of exceptional physical 
strength and sexual prowess are 
legendary. 

After independence the Kab- 
aka, or king of Buganda, Sir Edw- 
ard Mutesu, became president and 
Milton Obote his prune minister. 

But Obote' s vision of Uganda 
was of a unitary state in which the 
kingdoms would be abolished. In 
1966 a young army colonel of the 


tiny northern Kakwa tribe, Col- 
onel Idi Amin, stormed the Kab- 
aka’s palace. The Kabaka. Sir 
Edward Mutesa, fled to London, 
where he died. 

Obote decreed a new rep- 
ublican and unitary constitution 
with himself as president. The 
Baganda felt alienated and bet- 
rayed, a feeling that has persisted 
to this say. 

Amin later infiltrated members 
of his own Kakwa tribe and mem- 
bers of similar Nubian ethnicity 
into the army and, while Obote 
was 3t a Commonwealth summit 
in Singapore in 1971, seized 
power in a coup. 

Under Amin . Uganda lived the 
darkest days of its history. His 
dreaded state research bureau 
security agents killed thousands of 
people, usually suspected opp- 
onents. 

In exile in Tanzania Obote for- 
med about him an army based on 
the Acholi and Langi tribes and in 
1979, with the aid of Tanzanian 
troops, chased Amin into exile. 

General elections followed in 
December 1980 and Obote won 
handsomely. But Museveni, def- 
ence minister in an interim adm- 
inistration, believed the elections 
were rigged and fled to the bush 
where he took up arms against 
Obote. 

Museveni, from the western 
Banyankole tribe, drew, support 
from the Baganda.i who felt that 
they would be the main victims of 
a government by a northerner. 

In 1982, the rebels hit the main 
army barracks in Kampala, before 
being driven back by government 
troops to Museveni's home area in 
the west. 

Obote flooded the Baganda 
area north of Kampala with troops 
who, ill-disciplined, ill-equipped 
and poorly paid, vented their spl- 
een on the Baganda and countless 
thousands were again killed, 
raped or tortured. 

Last July a section of the array, 
led by the Acholi* who thought 
Obote’s Langi tribesmen were 
being given unfair promotion, 
ousted the president for the sec- 
ond time. Obote fled to Kenya 
then moved to Zambia where he 
lives in exile. 

Museveni, who said his rebels 
had been largely responsible for 
the fall of Obote, demanded a gre- 
ater say in government and con- 
tinued the fight. 

His forces won control of most 
of the south west and, as recently 
as two weeks ago, forced the sur- 
render of the government army 
garrison in the key western town 
of Masaka after a long siege. 


N. Zealand faces ‘raged’ 
ally over nuclear ships

WASHINGTON — The United 
States has taken off the diplomatic 
gloves with New Zealand in an 
effort to make it back off a pro- 
posed ban on visits by U.S. nuclear 
warships. 

“There has been a decision to 
tell New Zealand strongly that 
defence and economic coo- 
peration is at stake and that a tre- 
aty means full — not partial — 
cooperation." an administration 
official told Reuters. 

A Defence Department official 
said that, while Washington did 
not need New Zealand's four- 
frigate navy or rights for U.S. ships 
to visit the remote south Pacific 
nation for its own security, “we 
want to remind allies that a treaty 
is a treaty.” 

The State Department has said 
Washington would almost cer- 
tainly cut New Zealand out of the 
Australia-New Zealand-U.S. 
(ANZUS) defence pact if Wel- 
lington enacted into law its current 
policy of banniog nuclear ship vis- 
its. 

New Zealand Prime Minister 
David Lange introduced leg- 
islation for this in parliament last 
Tuesday. 

While continuing dose defence 
cooperation with Australia, the 


United States in February can- 
celled ANZUS exercises, halted 
intelligence sharing with New 
Zealand and suspended naval 
manoeuvres in the area to signal 
its displeasure with Wellington’s 
policy. 

Washington officially has pro-' 
raised not to take economic rev- - 
enge if the ban is formalised into 
law, but officials suggested angry 
U.S. legislators mi gh t be unf- 
orgiving. 

One Pentagon official said New 
Zealand had more to lose from the' 
row chan the United States. 

“What’s going to happen the 
next time the U.S. lamb producers 
go to Congress and look for pro- 
tection against New Zealand imp- 
orts? Wil] people on the (Capitol) 
Hill still say: ‘Wait, these are our 
allies and they need special tre- 
atment.’ "*■ 

“I doubt it,” he said. 

Another Pentagon official said: 
”... There is not a chance in hell 
that we will give defence help —or 
any other help — to New Zealand 
as long as they ban the ships.” 

Paul Wolfowitz, assistant Sec- 
retary of State for East Asian and 
Pacific Affairs, told New Zealand 
television in a recently-taped int- 
erview that Wellington would lose 
its "influence and access” in Was- 
hington on trade matters.

This rhetoric does not cha- 
nge the facts. The private sec- 
tor does have an important role 
to play. For it to play such role, 
it must be allowed to do so, not 
by the rhetoric of patriotic jar- 
gon but by the norms of reality. 
The decision makers in the pri- 
vate sector are responsible for 
their companies and ent- 
erprises. They are in charge of 
the national economy and the 
general interests of the cou- 
ntry. It is not wise to place 


hopes on having businessmen 
look for the public interest. It 

they do so they would cease to 

be businesmen or to belong to 
the private sector. 

The private sector, and the 
np tfonal and foreign capital 
have a main objective which is 
profit and higher returns on 
capital invested. In order for 
the private sector to maximise 
profits it has to employ labour 
and tedmicians, rent buildings, 
borrow funds, and produce 
goods and services at prices 
and specifications satisfactory 
to the consumers. 

It is the profit incentive not 
the public interest that creates 
jobs, generate salaries, wages, 
rents, interest and dividends. It 
is up to the government to sup- 
ervise the private sector, to 


prevent exploitation of the 
public or the treasury, or. the 
harming of the general interest 
of the people and the economy. 
This role can be best played 
through laws and incentives. 

There are plenty of inv- 
estment opportunities is the 
Jordanian economy which are 
feasible and profitable. It is the 
duty of the government to fac- 
ilitate such investment and 
make h possible. The gov- 
ernment does not need to app- 
eal to the spirit of the (one fam- 
ily) or the (national interest) 
which is meaningful in terms of 
the public sector's business int- 
erests. 

If we agree on the rules, we 
can participate in the game and 
have an impact. Mere rhetoric 
is not productive. 



U.S. ‘Star Wars’ goes nuclear

WASHINGTON — U.S. refusal 
to join the Soviet Union in a nuc- 
lear test moratorium comes amid a 
series of critical experiments on 
space-age weaponry for President 
Reagan's ‘Star Wattj'Vprojectr ' 
Within days, scientists aim- to 
stage further tests of a nuclear- 
poraped X-ray laser to determine 
its effectiveness in destroying 
atomic missiles in space, according 
to official sources. 

An experiment with a nuclear 
laser weapon of between 20 and 
150 kilotonnes was postponed for 
a few days in the Nevada desert 
last Friday, Officials said adverse 
winds might have exposed a nea- 
rby town to any leaks of rad- 
ioactivity from the blast 600 met- 
res below ground. 

Research into the multi-billion 
dollar star wars programme aimed 
at creating a land- and space-based 
shield against rockets is at the root 
of UJS. and Soviet disagreements 
on nuclear arms control. 

The Soviet Union wants the 


project, officially known as the 
Strategic Defence Initiative 
(SDI). banned on grounds it will 
extend the arms race to the hea- 
vens. President Reagan insists it 
could save the world from the tyr- 
anny of nuclear missiles. 

Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
• bachev announced a five-month 
-^b&iateraJ ■ halt' to nuclear tests on 
July 29, saying he would extend it 
into the new year if America agr- 
eed to join in. 

The Reagan administration ref- • 
used, claiming the Soviet Union 
had just completed a big series of 
tests while the United States had 
much work to do to modernise its 
nuclear arsenal. 

The United States has ann- 
ounced seven tests since then, bri- 
nging its total for this year to 15 
compared with seven for the Sov- 
iet Union. 

Since the nuclear age began in 
1945, the United States has con- 
ducted 771 tests and the Soviet 
Union 564, according to the pri- 
vate Washington-based Centre 
for Defence Information (CDI), 
run by former navy admirals. 


Some of the U.S. tests have 
been for the warheads for new bal- 
listic missiles such as the MX and 
Midge tman and for smaller Cruise 
missiles, administration officials 
say. 

Bat a significant part of the 
secrecy-shrouded programme 
appears to be connected with star 
wars research. 

The CDr said the pending Nev- . 
a da test, code-named Golstone, 
was of a nuclear device designed 
to produce X-ray. laser beams — 
like the “death rays” of science 
fiction — which could be fired 
from earth or space “battle star” 
platforms to destroy ballistic mis- 
siles in flight. 

The CDI said the laser test ser- 
ies began several months ago and 
was a prime reason the United 
States spurned a moratorium. 
Some analysts said that might help 
account for the Kremlin offer as it 
seeks to halt U.S. research. 

Addressing Congress after bis 
summit with Gorbachev last 
month, Reagan described his SDI 
programme as "non-nuclear.” 

The president's science adviser. 


George Keyworth, said in a major 
Star Wars speech last year that he 
did not see a critical role “for nuc- 
lear weapons per se” and added 
that, most importantly. “I don't 
think we can expect the American 
people to support the placement 
of nuclear weapons in space.” . 

‘ Hie CDI and other arms control 
activists say they do not und- 
erstand Reagan denying the nuc- 
lear role in star wars. 

“How on earth a laser is non- 
nuclear?" demanded Marguerite 
Beck-Rex of the Nudear Wea- 
pons Freeze Campaign. "It really 
makes the heart of the umbrella a 
nuclear heart.” 

Administration sources said the 
Nevada test was “in part” aimed 
at seeing how intense a nuclear 
blast could make a laser. Intensity 
of beam equals power of des- 
truction in lasers. 

“We have never said SDI is str- 
ictly non-nuclear. It is primarily a 
non-nuclear system,” said one off- 
icial. “But there is a small nuclear 
component involved in research.” 

Officials said nuclear blasts to 
power lasers in space would not 
bombard earth with radioactivity. 


West German right-wingers start 
a campaign against the Greens

BONN — Interior Minister Fri- 
edrich Zimraermann has started a 
row by charging that the ecologist 
Greens Party harbours extremists 
who need watching by state int- 
elligence. 

Zimmerrnann and his deputy 
Carl- Dieter Spranger. members 
of the right-wing Bavarian Chr- 
istian Social Union (CSU), made 
the allegations after disclosures 
that Spranger had authorised, 
counter-intelligence reports on 
the Greens. 

Critics said the fact that some of 
the reports were intended for Jue- 
rgen Todenhoefer, a conservative 
parliamentary foe of the Greens, 
’ made it appear that party political 
motives had played a role. 

Zimraermann denied political 
bias when questioned by an all- 
party committee and reponded by 
reeling off an alleged list of Com- 
munist, Maoist, Trots kyite and 
even terrorist links to Greens 
Party members. 

The data was not new and no 
spying was ordered, he said. 

But opposition committee 
members complained he had dec- 
lined to produce the files to show 
conclusively that the Greens past 
was not being used as an excuse to 
spy on their present members of 
parliament. 

The Greens view the affair with 
mixed feelings. 

On the one hand, their demand 
that Spranger step down has won 
support not only from the left- 
wing Social Democrats (SPD) but 
also from a member of the Freeze 


Democrats, who are partners of 
the CSU in Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl's ruling coalition. 

On the other hand, a member of 
the CSU, whose leader Franz 
Josef Strauss once called the Gre- 
ens “a Soviet trojan cavalry,” now 
heads counter-intelligence. 

In addition to the unc- 
omfortable suspicion that they are 
being spied on, the affair threatens 
to fuel a potentially damaging 
debate about where their true all- 
egiance lies. 

Once spectacularly successful, 
the Greens now trail in the polls 
dangerously close to the legal 
cut-off level. Failure to win five 
per cent of votes in the January 
1 987 election would end their pre- 
sence in the federal parliament 

Suspicions that the neutrality of 
the Counter-Intelligence Service 
(BV5) was violated to victimise 
them could trigger a wave of sym- 
pathy. 

But a row could also spotlight 
the fact that the young party which 
emerged at the end of the 1970s 
embraces a few people who car- 
ried their revolutionary rhetoric 
into action. 

Zimmerrnann says the Greens 
are easy prey to influence by ext- 
remist infiltrators and, under 
counter-intelligence rules, ext- 
remists and their contacts are leg- 
itimate surveillance targets. 

At the committee hearing, he 
named four people, now Greens 
deputies in Bonn and the Eur- 
opean Parliament, who had been 
convicted on terrorist-related cha- 
rges, including smu ggling wea- 
pons to jailed guerrillas and pub- 
licising “ terrorist” tracts. 


Despite this, the idea of one 
member of parliament receiving 
BVS files on an opponent is ana- 
thema to many Bonn deputies. 

There is' also the charge that 
Zimmerrnann is operating a bla- 
tant double standard. Greens 
deputy Joachim Mueller protested 
that the BVS had turned down his 
request to see his own file yet han- 
ded it over to Todenhoefer. 

The authoritative weekly Die 


Zeit, detailing how information on 
Greens was gathered, collated and 
filedmthecomputersoftheBVS,- 
reported concern in sections of the 

intelligence co mmunit y. 

It quoted Hamburg's BVS chief 
Christian Lochte as saying 
Green-hunting was “unworthy of 
a counter-intelligence man if all 
that is behind it is an attempt to 
billboard old extremist position.”

Test-tube baby programme 
launched in Saudi Arabia

BAHRAIN — A private hospital 
in Saudi Arabia has' begun embryo 
transfer and artificial ins- 
emination operations, and doctors 
in Jeddah say fee first “test-tube 
baby” is expected next March. 

“The baby — when it is bora, 
fosha* Allah (God willing) will be 
the first (artificially conceived) in 
fee Arab World,” Dr. Samir 
Abbas, head of fee hospital’s inf- 
ertility department, said. 

The programme was launched' 
in February after Islam’s highest 
law-making body, fee Jeddah- 
based A1 Majma’ A1 Fiqhi AJ Isl- 
am! (jurisprudence academy), 
ruled feat artificial insemination 
was allowed under certain con- 
ditions.

One is that fee father and hus- 
band must be fee same person. 

Dr. Abbas, a 38-year-old Saudi 
who studied medicine at Cairo 
University, told Reuters that so 
for 150 out of 900 applicants had 
been approved by his department 
and seven women had been suc- 
cessfully impregnated by using fee 
embiyo transfer method. 

They include a Kuwaiti and an 


Egyptian, he said. 

Artificial conception remains 
largely taboo among the Gulfs 14 
million mainly Muslim people. 

Two years ago, Saudi Arabia’s 
Ulema (religious leaders) ruled 
that ar tifici al insemination was 
sinful. This followed controversy 
in fee kingdom over the birth of a 
boy to a bedouin woman who had 
been inseminated in London. 

Hospitals in other Gulf cou- 
ntries perform micro tubal surgery 
but not artificial insemination or 
embryo transfers. 

Dr. Abbas, speaking by tel- 
ephone from Jeddah, said that 
before the programme was lau- 
nched, Saudi couples used to pay' 
fortunes at infertility dinks abr- 
oad. 

“Now, for the sum of 9,000 riy- 
als ($2,500), women can undergo ^ 
a first trial for fee embryo transfer 
operation,” he said. 

To help its patients, the hospital 
charges half that amount for a sec- 
ond trial, 25 per cent for fee third 
and nothing for subsequent ope- 
rations. The success rate is about 
10 per cent. Dr. Abbas said. 

Artificial insemination ope- 
rations cost no more than 1,000 
riyais ($275), he added. 


Earliest Arabic-language 
recordings revealed at Harvard 


CAMBRIDGE, Massachusetts — 
Statesmen and scholars from aro- 
und the world gathered here Dec- 
ember 8 to enjoy the first public 
concert of poems, prayers and 
songs recorded on me shores of 
the Red Sea at the be ginning of 
the century. 

Tapes transcribed from 21 1 wax. 
cylinders recorded on an Edison 
phonography in Jeddah between 
1907 and 1920 were played in a 
gallery of fee Harvard Semitic 
Museum. The wax cylinders, cut in 
the Netherlands legation where 
Dutch officials assisted pilgrims en 
route to Mecca from Batavia (now 
Indonesia), contain fee earliest 
known Arabic-language rec- 
ordings made in Arabia. 

Dr. Carney Gavin, curator of 
the Harvard Semitic Museum, cal- 
led the cylinders a “new doorway 
into the past and into the future” 
and said the recordings should be 
of immense interest to historians, 
musicologists, theologians, sci- 
entists and linguists. 

Gavin said the discovery, rec- 
ording and transcription of, fee 
wax cj^fotters was the - result of 
‘'Mprece&ented 1 interna iiqual 
cooperation” Of American, Eur- 
opean and Arabian scholars wor- 
king under a gram from Saudi 
Arabian King Fahd lbn Abdul 
Aziz. 

The cylinders were discovered 
by a team from the Harvard Sem- 
itic Museum researching the early 
photographic history of Arabia. A 
picture of four men seated in front 
of an Edison phonograph set off 
the search fra the wax cylinder cut 
at that recording session. The sea- 
rch ended at the Oriental Institute 
in Leiden, the Netherlands, where 
the team found more than 200 
recorded wax cylinders and fee 
American-made phonograph that 
had produced them. 

Nearly 30 of the cylinders con- 
tained songs in three Indonesian 
languages (Gayo, Sudanese, and 
Atjeh) and Malay. The rest app- 
ear to consist of Arabic speed, 
song and chanting. 

There are calls to prayer, rea- 
ding from the Koran, secular 
music and many original poems. 
Of particular interests to his- 
torians are several travelogues. 
One is a sea captain’s description 
of the voyage from Jeddah to Cal- 
cutta, another is an account of a 
delegation from Mecca to the 
opening of fee Ma’an railway sta- 


tion in 1907. 

Gavin said internal evidence 
confirms that fee recordings can 
be dated as early as 1907, fee ear- 
liest known dates for recorded 
.Arabic. 

Statesmen from fee Arab world 
who attended the first public pla- 
ying of fee tapes made from cyl- 
inders were' excited by the dis- 
covery and predicted feat the 
tapes would yield much valuable

“We were surprised to find 
these recordings and photos from 
70 to 80 years ago,”"said Mbhsin 
Alayni, ambassador from Yemen 
to fee United States. “How dear 
they are. The songs. The music. If 
they didn’t tell me it was recorded 
70 years ago, I would have tho- 
ught they were recorded just rec- 
ently on a mountain in Yemen. 

“This discovery shows a great 
deal of continuity in the arts and 
folklore of Yemen. Many of these 
things are still going on in Yemen 
today. I hope we can bring our 
university, Sanaa University, in 
wife Harvard on this research. 
This should be a co mmon effo rt.” 

Two Jordanian statesmen were 
equally impressed wife the "dis- 
covery of fee cylinders and early 
photographs. “What I have seen 
today was fascinating and thr- 
illing,” said Mohammed Kama!, 
ambassador from Jordan to the 

United States. “The pictures and 
recordings will be of great benefit 
to future generations. We will go 
to any extent to cooperate wife 
this wonderful institution that 
found them.” * 

Dr. Akram Baraka t, director of 
information at the Embassy of 
Jordan in fee United States, said 
fee recording will “open a new 
gate for new studies that wfll put 
us in contact with another dim- 
ension of our history, which has so 
much meaning for our present.” 

The reaction of the academic 
world to the discovery also was 
enthusiastic. “Most important is 
now only the antiquity of this 
music, but also fee strategic loc- 
ation of Jeddah with all those 
cross-cultural influences of a place 
where the peoples of three con- 
tinents, as well as from vastly dis- 
tant island chains, came tog- 
ether”' said Ali Jihad Racy, a 
music professor at fee University 
of California at Los Angeles and a 
virtuoso concert performer on 
traditional Arabic instruments. 


, “These cross-cultural, cross- 
continental influences —as well as 
influences from many much more 
remote lands —combine with the 
great importance of feat part of 
the world itself to provide for us 
now an invaluable and pivotal cul- 
tural source” 

The see min gly unrelated ehain 
of events that culminated in the 
discovery of the tapes started in 
1971, when a bomb, planted by 
two young women, exploded on 
the roof of the Harvard Semitic 
Museum Building, where then 
U.S. Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer once had an office. The 
bomb caused only minor damage, 
but when Gavin was examining 
the roof he found hundreds of 
boxes containing nearly 27,000 
old photographs taken in the Mid- 
dle East, many from the mid-1 9th 
Century. 

In 1982, King Fahd established 
an archive to preserve those pho- 
tographs and to search for other 
old photographs of fee Middle 
East. In 1983, the team from the 
Harvard Semitic Museum was 
working. at. fee Oriental. Institute 
in Leiden where feey uncovered 
hundreds of old photographs sent 
from Jeddah by consuls from fee 
Netherlands. 

One photograph, taken in 1909, 
showed four men, probably of 
East Indian origin, sitting in front 
of an Edison phonograph, whose 
horn rises up almost to touch the 
sounding box of a slim ‘oud, anc- 
estor of the classical guitar, being 
played by one of the men. Experts 
in Arabian music said there were 
no known recordings of Arabian 
music made in Arabia during that 
period, so if the cylinder could be 
found it would be extremely rare 
and have great potential value to 
scholars. 

The team never found feat par- 
ticular cylinder, but an intensive 
search of attics, cellars and storage 
chambers of Leiden yielded 211 
wax cylinders. A few were blank 
or badly broken, but most were in 
remarkably good condition des- 
pite being covered with mold. 

Dr. Emeri van Donzel, director 
of fee Oriental Institute, dec- 
iphered much of fee often- 
cryptically abbreviated Dutch and 
Arabic notations on fee cylinder 
cases and made a preliminary 
compilation of the contents. 

The researchers then faced the 
problem of transcribing the cyl- 


inders to tape without losing any 
of the fidelity of the original rec- 
ordings. They turned to Dr. Die- 
trich Schnller. director of the Pbo- 
nogrammarchiv of the Austrian 
Academy of Sciences in Vienna. 

The job wasn't an easy one, 
Schuller said. “There was a lot of 
sound distortion due to fee shape 
of fee horn,” he said. “ We tried to 
capture that sound without cre- 
ating a second distortion. We rep- 
laced the diaphragm wife an ele- 
ctronic pickup and then tried to 
find the best stylus for each cyl- 
inder. By choosing the wrong or 
right stylus, you can have a tre- 
mendous difference in quality.” 

He said two people reached 
work upwards of 70 hours tra- 
nsferring the cylinders to tape. 
“The cylinders were of mi™H qua- 
lity,” he said. “It was just random 
that they survived because there 
has been no attempt to preserve 
them.” Schuller said fee original 
cylinders will be returned to Lei- 
den, where they will be stored with 
great care tins time. 

Schuller, meanwhile, intends to 
use a computer to, digitally enh- 
ance fee tape recordings, but not 
filter out the distortion caused by 
the horn. 

Tapes of the cylinders will be 
made available to scholars for 
study, said Gavin, who added that 
there is a possibility that some of 
the pictures and copies of the 
tapes may be put together for an 
exhibit in Ye man. 

“Our work is just beginning ,” i 
he told those at fee concert. “We j 
are just shouting out to the world 1 
about our discovery, so perhaps ! 
they will join us in our search tor 
more phono-archaeological mat- 
erials. 

“ We know that that other early 
sound recordings survive for- 
gotten in institutes, firms and fam- 
ily attics in the (Arabian) region 
and in the West. Early pho- 
tographs have begun to reveal big 
gramophone horns, often behind 
ferns or amid a clutter of furniture 
on fee veranda of ShepheanTs 
Hotel, aboard the sultan’s yacht, 
in fee Maharajah of Jodhur’s 
salon. 

“Early Edison machines could 
record as well as play wax cyl- 
inders. Where are those cylinders 
today? We hope you wfll help us 
find and save those sound rec- 
ordings that still exist — before it 
is too late'* — U.S. News Agency. 


Indonesia moves to defuse ‘Live Aid’ tapes row

JAKARTA — Indonesian boo- 
tleggers have withdrawn pirate 
tapes of the ‘Live Aid for Africa” 
concert from Jakarta shops after a 
protest by concert organiser Bob 
Geldof which prompted a gov- 
ernment investigation. 

The globally televised “Live 
Aid” concert from London and 
Philadelphia by international rock 
stars in July raised millio ns of dol- 
lars for the victims of famine in 
Africa. 

Last week Foreign Minister 
Mochtar K n sumaatmadja ordered 
an immediate probe into tire' pir- 
acy, senior officials and editorials 
expressed their shame about the 
tapes and the respected Jakarta 
Post newspaper called the whole 
affair a national disgrace. . 

This week the low-profile rec- 
ording companies which bootleg 
Western rock musk voluntarily 
told retail outlets to empty their 
shelves of “Live Aid” tapes. 

The justice department called in 
representatives of the companies 
although there is little the gov- 
ernment can do to stop the taping. 
Indonesia has hot signed the Int- 
ernational Copyright Convention . 
which rules on royalties. 

Mochtar accused some pirates 


of fraud after seeing labels on the 
tapes saying funds from fee sale 
would go to Africa. 

“ We can’t tolerate careless exp- 
loitation of suffering,”' he said. 
The justice ministry said it was 
p re pa ri n g a report for the foreign 
ministry. “It’s all very emb- 
arrassing,” said one official. 

Diplomats said the emb- 
arrassment was all fee greater 
because Jakarta this year hosted a 
special Asia- Africa conference 
commemorating the historic 1955 
Bandung conference, called by 
President Sukarno, which est- 
ablished Third World solidarity 
and was the precursor of the 
Non- Aligned Movement. ' 

While justice officials con- 
sidered fee case, leading Ind- 
onesian film producer Des Alwi 
and fee Jakarta" Post urged the 
government to donate tax levied 
on the tapes in the. form of rice to 
starving Africa. 

“This whole affair is a national 
disgrace and steps to rectify and 
expiate the’ guilt must be taken 
immediately... to show fhat'we are 
not impervious to the plight of our 
brothers and asters in Africa,” 
said the Post in an editorial. 

Copies of the Live Aid sou- 
ndtrack went on sale in Indonesia 
for about $1.50 each shortly after 
the concert, featuring a host of 


stars including Mick J agger and 
Paul McCartney. 

A supervisor at one of Jakarta’s 
biggest pirate tape shops, which 
sells about 800 tapes a day, said 
people had not rushed to buy Live 
Aid tapes. 

Geldof told a London press con- 
ference Jakarta had taxed about 
1 .5 million Indonesian-made 
tapes which had sold for about $3 
million around southeast Asia and 
fee Guff “We (Live Aid) want 
feat money,” said Geldof. 

Like fee thousands of other pir- 
ated tapes sold in Indonesia each 
Live Aid tape bears a lOcent gov- 
ernment stamp. 

Geldof threatened a Live Aid- 
sponsored tourist boycott of Ind- 
onesia starring in Australia, fol- 
lowed by a trade boycott, unless 
Jakarta reacted to his protest 

“If an this didn't work I would 
go to Jakarta wife Camera crews 
and knock on the doors of these 
people and say 'stop',” he said. 

The military-backed gov- 
ernment of President Suharto, 
ever-se native to international cri- 
ticism, was not impressed by Gel- 
dof s blunt protest. 

Joop Ave, director general of 
tourism, said he was ashamed by 
the pirate sales but said Geldof 
had been over-emotional at his 
London press conference. 


“The tapes have been wit- 
hdrawn and it’s possible there will 
be an official rice donation to Eth- 
iopia as a gesture.” said one dip- 
lomat. “But these are just cos- 
metic. The crunch issue is the for- 
tune already made which they 
can’t touch.” 

The controversy has brought 
the already vexed issue of tape 
piracy in southeast Asia into fee 
world spotlight. 

U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz raised the issue of piracy in 
talks here last year. “Intellectual 
property protection is of great 
concern to us,” said one U.S. dip- 
lomat. 

Jakarta’s pirate shops boast a. 
vast range of tapes from Bach to 
the Sex Pistols. Customers can test 
the latest European rock hits on 
a bank of tape decks to make sure 
they are not faulty. 

The shops are guick to latch on 
to feds though this month’s trend 
seems to be selling Christmas 
carol selections to European exp* 
atriates. Asked for Live Aid cas- 
settes, shop assistants simply rep- 
lied feat they had been withdrawn. 

Shops are always crowded but 
fee only figures to indicate fee 
extent of Indonesian audio piracy 
are trade statistics showing about 
10 million pirate tapes are exp- 
orted a year. 


Teddies go under the hammer, 
find new owners to love them

The bidding went only to 45 
pounds and poor Misha was left on 
the shelf, unwanted, just 1 2 days 
before Christmas. 

But elsewhere, teddies were in 
the big time, or as the London 
Daily Mirror put it: “Yummy, 
yummy, yummy, bears make 
money.’* 

Christie's auctioners. better 


known for their fine-art sales, said 
the auction made a total of 1 1 .000 
pounds ($15,730). 

Inspired by Britain's late poet 
laureate Sir John Betjeman, who 
wrote poems about “My safe old 
bear” Archibald, and by the 
Winnie- the- Pooh stories of the 
late A.A. Milne, teddy bears have 
today become something of a cult 
and the auction room was cro- 
wded. 

Sydney, who has big button 
eyes, an embroidered string nose, 
a linen smock, blue pants and 
stands 20 inches tall, was bought 
by an overseas buyer bidding by 
telephone. 

lire bears were in an assortment 
of attire, from silk gowns to long 
underwear. Some wore hats, oth- 
ers sported scarves and one had a 
musical box inside. Most dated 
from the first half of this century. 

Hie catalogue described Nigel 
as a “golden curly plush bear.” 
Pip, Squeak and Wilfred were 
described as .niniature teddies. 

Marie Lousie Scio, an Ame- 
rican who lives in Rome. left with 


15 bears that she admitted “cost 
rather a lot of money.” She said: 
"I have 250 bears in my collection, 
and I came to London specially for 
the sale, in fact, I was going to 
bring one of my bears with roe, but 
I thought he mi gh t feel a little out 
of it.” 

Elizabeth Cockayne, 25, who 
has 75 teddies in her north Lon- 
don home, paid 550 pounds 
($792) for a bear described as a 
“long golden plush” wife “button 
eyes, long embroidered snout, 
growler (defective) and wearing a 
striped dressing gown.” 

Her teddy was a product of the. 
German manufacturer Steiff, 
which connoisseurs regard as the 
finest pedigree in fee bear world. 

Teddy bears are named after 
Theodore “Teddy” Roosevelt, 
the 26fe president of the United 
States. The term teddy bear was 
first used in 190£ after a cartoon 
by C.K. Berryman which con- 
tained a small bear cub in jocular 
allusion to Roosevelt’s love of big 
game hunting. 

But what's the fascination of 


teddy bears? 

“ Well, they're polite, they don’t 
answer back," said Liz Ibbotson, 
who paid 320 pounds ($457.60) 
for two 6-inch high teJdies. 

“I look for personality and che- 
ekiness, ’* said Ms. Cockayne. 

Edwin Richard- Owen, beaming 
happily after buying Christie, a 
scruffy bear with one eye missing, 
said: ‘Tve just moved from one 
side of Bedfordshire (in fee Eng- 
lish Midlands) to the other. I bad 
my 300 bears ferried across fee 
county by limousine. Each one has 
a character, you know. They 
would have been most affronted 
and upset if 1 had packed them 
into some dreadful suitcase.” 

Christie’s teddy expert Olivia 
Bristol said: “ You have to look for 
certain details when deter mining 
fee value and age of a bear. You 
have to check whether there is a 
hump at the back of the head and a 
growler and of course how fee 
bear looks generally. People get 
very emotional about teddy bears, 
you know."

ABU DHABI (R) —The volume 
of bad or doubtful debts in the " 
United Arab Emirates (UAE) has 
risen by 15 to 20 per cenrthis year 
compared with 1984, the daily A1 
Khaleej said Saturday.' 

Hie newspaper qiK»ed banking 
sources as saying there bad been 
au increased number of cases of 
boirowers unable to repay their 
loans, mainly merchants and pro- 
perty owners badly hit by the rec- 
ession in the UAE economy. 

Part of the rise was in loans alr- 
eady rescheduled but now con- ' 
sidered doubtful, they said; 

The newspaper gave no figure 
for the 1985 total, but central 
bank governor. Sheikh Abdul 


Malik Al-Hamar, said earlier this 
year that provisions for bad or 
doubtful debts rose to 5.57 billion 
dirhams ($1.55 WlttoQ) at end- 
1984 from 3.73 biltion ($1.01 bil- 
lion) a year earlier, accounting for 
13.7 per cent of all outstanding 
loans and advances. 

It quoted the sources as saying 
the central bank was expected to 
issue new directives to local banks 
telling them to make fresh pro- 
visions to meet the increased -bad 
debts. 

Banks have been following an 
extremely cautious policy in new 
lending this year, requiring more 
guarantees before signing any 
loan, they said. 


G.M. completes purchase 
of Hughes Aircraft 


DETROIT (R) — General Mot- 
ors (GuMl.) Friday completed the 
£5.1 billion purchase of Hughes 
Aircraft, adding mace technology 
and substantial defence interests 
to the assets of the world's largest 
car manufacturer. 

The deal was completed after 
stockholders approved the est- 
ablishment of a new class of com- 
mon stock. G.M. said Friday

G.M. asked its 925,000 sto- 
ckholders to authorise creation of 
600 milli on shares of class H 
common stock, with 50 million to 
buy Hughes, a defence and aer- 
ospace company, from the How- 
ard Hughes Medical Institute for 


an estimated $5.1 billion. 

In Washington, the Hughes 
Medical Institute announced that 
it received $2.7 billion in cash and 
the 50 million shares. This makes 
it the richest philanthropy org- 
anisation in the world, the ins- 
titute said in a news release. 

Institute scientists are primarily 
engaged in research in molecular 
genetics, metabolism, iram- 
. unology and the brain. 

Hughes Aircraft, founded by 
the late eccentric billionaire, “will 
be a major factor in helping G.M.

sonal reputation on its success. 

Prime Ministe r Margaret Tha- 
tcher made clear earlier that the 
government upheld Westland's 
right to choose the £30 million 
($42.6 million) cash injection off- 
ered by the American Untied 
. Technologies Corporation, man- 
ufacturers of Sikorsky helicopters, 
and Italian car maker Fiat in exc- 
hange for a 29.9 per cent stake. 

The Lloyd's statement said the 
two British firms in the con- 
sortium would put up a total of 
£13 million ($18.5 million) with 
the three other firms each con- 
tributing £8 million ($11 mil lion). 

A final decision on the com- 
pany’s future is expected to be 
taken at a shareholders' meeting

The European companies were 
spurred into action two weeks ago 
when it became dear that Wes- 
tland was dose to a deal with the 
Americans.

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U.S. economic 
growth improves 

WASHINGTON (R) — The tJ.S. economy is ending 
a year of modest growth with an estimated 3.2 per 
cent rise in Gross National Product (GNP) in the 
final quarter, and forecasters say signs are good for 
the first half of 1986. 


The Commerce Department 
said the inflation-adjusted GNP, 
the broadest measure of economic 
activity, rose by 2.4 per cent in 
1985, the third straight year of 
expansion but much slower than 
1 984' s robust 6.6 per cent growth. 

The expansion was less than the 
Reagan administration had pre- 
dicted, but officials said they exp- 
ect the economy to pick up. “Cle- 
arly the trend of. the economy is 
moving up,” White House eco- 
nomic adviser, Mr. Beryl Sprinkel, 
told reporters. 

The preliminary, or “flash” 
report, on GNP for the fourth 
quarter accompanied major rev- 
isions in historical data that sho- 
wed the economy growing a bit 
more slowly than previously bel- 
ieved. Economists were not sur- 
prised and said the regular, five- 
year revisions did not alter basic 
economic patterns. 

“We still look for fairly solid 
growth in the first half of 1986,” 
David Ernst, vice-president of 
Evans Economics, a private for- 
ecasting firm, said. 

He said the changes raised the 
level of personal savings, which 
could mean stronger consumer 
spending next year. 

For 1985. the department rev- 
ised third quarter GNP growth to 
a three per cent annual rate, sec- 
ond quarter to 1 .1 per cent and 
first quarter to 3.7 per cent from 
the original 43 per cent, 1 .9 per 


cent and 0.3 per cent, respectively. 

At the same time, the gov- 
ernment said the Consumer Price 
Index (CPI) moved ahead by 0.6 
per cent in November, acc- 
elerating from a 03 per cent inc- 
rease in the prior month, but eco- 
nomists remain confident that inf- 
lation is no serious threat, esp- 
ecially while oil prices are falling. 

Energy and food prices were 
largely responsible for the Nov- 
ember rise in CPI, the largest gain 
since January 1984. 

Prices have been rising at a 
moderate annual rate of 3.6 per 
cent, compared to four per cent in 
1984, and are expected to remain 
stable. 

“The CPI is not a cause for con- 
cern,” Mr. Robert Gough, an eco- 
nomist at Data Resources, said. 

In financial markets, the dollar 
weakened amid strong spe- 
culation that the U.S. central bank 
will soon cut its trendsetting dis- 
count rate to spur activity, and the 
stock market remained strong 
after its big surge since Sep- 
tember. 

Another factor that could str- 
engthen the economy would be 
action by Congress to reduce mas- 
sive federal budget deficits. The 
administration says the Graram- 
Rudman budget control bill ado- 
pted last week can mean real red- 
uctions in annual deficits, which 
otherwise will swell well above 
S200 billion dollars. 


Texaco, Pennzoil start 
settlement discussions 


NE W YORK ( R) - U.S. oil com- 
panies Texaco and Pennzoil have 
entered talks which may produce 
an out-of-court settlement in the 
SI 1.1 billion damages award to 
Pennzoil arising from Texaco's 
acquisition of Getty Oil. 

Oil industry analysts said the 
action of a U.S. district court Fri- 
day in adjourning a hearing after 
earlier granting Texaco a tem- 
porary injunction that prevents 
Pennzoil from acting on its award 
had raised the incentives for both 
parties to pursue talks. 

„ Federal Judge Charles L. Bri- 
eantl after meeting lawyers from 
the two companies in White Pla- 
ins, New York, said he was adj- 
ourn g the hearing while the 
firms conduct negotiations. Ana- 
lysts said this would increase pre- 
ssure for an out-of-court set- 
tlement before the hearing was 
resumed. 

Texaco has taken legal action in 
New York —its headquarters are 
in White Plains — after the dec- 
ision by a Texas state court to 
award Pennzoil $10.53 billion in 
damages and $600 .nil lion in int- 
erest. 

Texaco was found to have acted 
unethically in persuading Getty 
Oil to abandon a proposed tak- 
eover by Pennzoil. Texaco then 
purchased Getty for $10.1 billion. 
The Texas judgment is the largest 


civil damages award in U.S, his- 
tory and Texaco claims it thr- 
eatens the company's future and 
its 55,000 employees. 

spokesmen for both companies 
refused to comment on the neg- 
otiations. But several Wall Street 
analysts suggested ‘ that Texaco 
might be willing to make at least a 
$500 million settlement, while 
Pennzoil would seek up to $3 bil- 
lion or some equivalent value in 
oil reserves. 

Analysts suggested that the fed- 
eral court is more likely to grant-' 
Texaco's petition for an inj- 
unction. “The. temponuyqjqj^- 
unction gives Texaco an enhanced 
bargaining position because it rai- 
ses the possibility that the district 
court will be willing to give Texaco 
the permanent injunction it 
seeks.” said Mr. William Randol. 
oil analyst with First Boston Corp. 

“The S12 billion bond Texaco- 
would have to post to go to appeal 
(in Texas) in the absence of an 
injunction is too much and would 
possibly violate Texaco’s due pro- 
cess of law, or at least that is the 
way the court might see it,” he 
added. 

The incentives for Pennzoil are . 
more compelling than for Texaco, 
another analyst said, “because a 
judgment in Texaco's favour at 
this point woulJ reduce Pennzoil's 
leveraee.”

Luanda reports four South 
African battalions in Angola 


LISBON (R) — Sooth Africa has moved four bat- 
talions into Angola in the past week, the official 
Angolan News Agency ANGOP said Saturday. 

In a dispatch monitored in Lis- ependence of neighbouring Nam- 


bon, ANGOP also said South Afr- 
ican aircraft had been making fre- 
quent flights over areas of conflict 
between Angolan government 
forces and rebels of the Pretoria- 
backed UN2TA organisation. 

The agency said two battalions, 
including one made up of Nam- 
ibian troops, had crossed into 
Angola on Dec. 15. and two more 
had followed on Dec. 17. 

it said the South African forces 
were being helped by a fifth bat- 
talion made up of guerrillas from 
UNTTA. the National Union for 
the Total Independence of Ang- 
ola. which has been fighting the 
Marxist government in Luanda 
since 1975. 

Informed sources in South Afr- 
ica said Friday that a small unit of 
South African troops penetrated 
.Angela at the weekend and was 
still hunting black nationalist gue- 
rrillas fighting for the ind- 


ibia (South West Africa). 

ANGOP $ajd South African 
troops had attacked a border post 
at Calueque in Cunene province 
earlier this moath killing three 
government soldiers. Fourteen 
more were missing, h said. 

The agency said South African 
aircraft were constantly flying 
deep into An Mian territory in 
south eastern Mexico and Ouando 
Cubango provinces, where 
UNTTA says it is fi ghting off a 
government offensive aimed at 
reaching the rebel headquarters. 

Last September a government 
offensive against UNTTA at Mav- 
inga in Cuaado Cubango province 
was beaten back after South Afr- 
ican forces stepped in to help the 
guerrillas. 

ILN. Secretary General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar Friday night 
condemned the latest raid by 
South African forces into Angola, 


as well as “brutal attacks’* early 
Friday against residents of Mas- 
era, the capital of Lesotho. 

Lesotho has charged Pretoria 
with responsibility for the Maseru 
attacks, in which nine people were 
killed, but South Africa has den- 
ied any involvement 

A statement issued through a 
UJSL spokesman said the sec- 
retary general had learned with 
grave concern of a further armed 
raid into Angola by South African 
forces. 

“This raid is in defiance of num- 
erous Security Council resolutions 
w hich have de man ded that South 
Africa cease all acts of aggression 
against Angola and resspect scr- 
upulously its sovereignly and ter- 
ritorial integrity,” it said. 

“Moreover, such raids are in 
violation of the charter and have 
been condemned by the United 
Nations.”' 

A second U.N. statement said 
the secretary general *• strongly 
condemns the brutal attacks which 
were carried out against the 
homes of Lesotho nationals and 


South African refugees in Mas 
eru,” resulting in the deaths of 
four women and five men. 

Meanwhile the outlawed Afr- 
ican National Congress (ANC) on 
Saturday said the South African 
raid into Lesotho that killed nine 
people “will spur us to fight even 
more resolutely to destroy the 
Pretoria regime of terror." 1 

The ANC, in a message from its 
Lusaka , Zambia, office, said six of 
'its membeis were slain, along with 
three Lesotho citizens, in attacks 
on two homes early Friday in 
Maseru, the Lesotho capital. 

South Africa denied inv- 
olvement, and a rebel Lesotho 
group said in an anonymous call to 
a news agency that its forces car- 
ried out the raid. 

But Lesotho Interior Minister 
Desmond Sixishe said witnesses 
bad seen white South African tro- 
ops among the attackers, and be 
dismissed the suggestion that Les- 
otho rebels would strike at what 
he said were South African ref- 
ugees living in Lesotho. 


French Basques bomb tourist office 


BIARRITZ. France (R) — A 
bomb plumed by four masked 
gunmen ripped through the Bia- 
rritz Tourist Office Saturday and 
the French Basque separatist 
group Ip.irretarak claimed res- 
ponsibility for the attack, police 
said. 

They said the bomb went off 
seconds after the four gunmen sto- 
rmed the office, took four emp- 
loyees hostage and bundled them 
into a get-awuy van. 

The hostages were released 


unharmed at a car park a few kil- 
ometres away, but squads of pol- 
ice failed to find any trace of the 
vehicle. 

No one was injured but the blast 
caused heavy damage to the office 
in Biarritz, a major town in the 
Basque country of south west Fra- 
nce. 

Police said leaflets signed by 
Iparretarak, which means “those 
of the north” in the Basque lan- 
guage, had been left at the site of 


the blast. 

The group said the attack was 
staged in protest at the trial last 
month of three suspected Ipa- 
rretarak members, sentenced to 
five-year jail terms for planting a 
bomb at the same tourist office in 
September 1983. Two were sen- 
tenced in absentia. 

Police said bomb disposal exp- 
erts had been sent to foe nearby 
village of Arcangues, where ano- 
ther unexploded device was found 
at foe foot of a water tank . 


4 dead or missing in Italian oil depot blast

and about 170 injured when a 
pre-dawn explosion Saturday set

Hundreds of fire-. non fought foe 
fire. Heavy smoke blotted out the 
sky over Naples .in J was visible for 
many miles. 

The firemen were trying to pre- 
vent the blaze at foe depot, which 
belongs to foe Italian state oil 
company AGiP. spreading to 
other depo ts and refineries owned 
by other oil companies in the vic- 
inity. 

A spokesman for the state ene- 
rgy corporation EN1. which con- 
trols AGIP.saiJ in Rome that one 
of its employees had been killed 


and another was missing after the 
explosion, which occurred at aro- 
und 5.10 local (0410 GMT). 

The Italian News Agency 
ANSA said two women — a mot- 
her and daughter — were also kil- 
led when their house just outside 
the perLneter fence of foe depot 
collapsed on top of them. 

The Civil Protection Ministry, 
responsible for combatting dis- 
asters. said 19 people had been 
detained in hospital and 149 had 
been sent home after treatment 
for minor injuries. 

Officials said the majority of the 
injured were local residents hit by 
flying glass and debris when the 
explosion damaged their houses. 

Among the injured were occ- 
upants of a train which was passing 


Philippines ends search 
for shipwreck survivors 


SUBIC BAY NAVAL BASE. 
Philippines ( AP) — U.S. and Phi- 
lippine Navy officials ended a 
three-day search for survivors 
from foe sinking of a Philippine 
ferry boat. Eightv-one people 
were rescued. 

Eleven people were confirmed 
dead. Friday but authorities could 
not determine how many others 
were lost. Surviving crewmen and 
passengers estimated 200 to 300 
people were aboard the 152-ton 
Asuncion Cinco. The ship's owner 
had estimated earlier that 85 peo- 
ple were aboard. 

"The search has been called off 
because they have not seen any- 
more survivors (or bodies) at foe 
scene.” said Philippine Navy 
Cmdr. Plucido Nucua as the U.S. 
Navy-chartered ship Overseas 
Alice steamed into foe Subic Bay 
Naval Base with 50 survivors and 
seven bodies Friday night. 

Twenty-eight other survivors 
and four bodies had beer, earlier 
airlifted to the base, 80 kilometres 
north west of Manila, while three 
other survivors were picked up by 
a passing ship en route to Taiwan. 

Nacua said the ferry boat was en 
route to Manila Wednesday from 
Palawan Island when it was bat- 
tered by up to 5 j metre waves in 
the South China Sea some 150 


kilometres south of Manila. 

■■Hie whole incident happened 
so fast," said Flor Ybanez, 46, 
"there were big waves and the 
wind was howling. Water was 
coining into the ship. Then the 
engines went out and we were inf- 
ormed by foe crew that foe ship 
would sink." 

Another survivor, Belinda 
Lopez, said she lost her busbahd 
and only child in the disaster and 
that she was in the water for one 
day and one night before being 
rescued by one of four U.S. Navy 
helicopters and taken to foe Ove- 
rseas Alice. 

‘‘There were pigs and oows and 
dried and fresh fish and people all 
around,” she said. “There were 
bodies everywhere. We saw dead 
children. Many drowned before 
help arrived, like my husband, 
who went down with my child.” 

Mrs. Lopez said that among foe 
ship’s cargo were a lot of rattan 
poles which some of the pas- 
sengers lashed together to make a 
float because foe life vests they 
had on “offered no protection 
from the waves.” 

Many of the survivors had faces 
blistered by sunburn and sal- 
twater. Others had abrasions 
under their chins, from foe vests or 
floats.

Soviets 
reportedly 
lost 10,000 
men in 
Afghanistan 

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Soviet Union has lost 10,000 men 
and suffered 20,000 other cas- 
ualties in six years of warfare in 
Afghanistan, the State Dep- 
artment has said. 

In a report, foe Department 
said the Soviets had taken “a gre- 
ater direct role in foe fighting” and 
together with their ally, the Afg- 
han government, have lost over 
800 aircraft — 200 of them in 
1985. 

But Arnold Raphel, a dep- 
artment official who briefed rep- 
orters, said the rebels were inc- 
apable of defeating the estimated 

118.000 Soviet troops in Afg- 
hanistan. 

He said negotiations being held 
under United Nations auspices 
offered the best hope for a military 
withdrawal. 

“1 think we see the votes at the 
United Nations and we see the 
standing of the Soviet Union in the 
Islamic World because of what 
they're doing in Afghanistan.” 
said Mr. Raphel, a deputy ass- 
istant secretary of state. “That's 
what has an effect on the Soviet 
policy-makers.” 

Apart from $ 15 million in relief 
aid approved by Cbngress, the off- 
icial refused to say what foe Uni- 
ted States may be doing to assist 
the rebels. 

“Obviously, I'm not going to 
get into what anyone may or may 
not be doing in terms of covert 
assistance inside Afghanistan,” 
Mr. Raphel said. 

Recent reports from the cou- 
ntry indicated the rebels were bet- 
ter armed than in the past. Mr. 
Raphel said they also hid ach- 
ieved a greater degree of political 
unity. 

The official said foe Soviets, 
meanwhile, had strengthened 
their troops with improved fir- 
epower and added some 3,000 to 

5.000 men over foe year. Another 

30.000 are poised on Soviet ter- 
ritory across the northern border, 
Mr. Raphel said. 


Soviet 
cosmonaut 
allowed out 
of hospital 

MOSCOW (R) - Soviet Cos- 
monaut Vladimir Vasyutin, whose 
illness forced foe latest manned 
space fli gh t to be cut short, has 
been allowed out of hospital. 

Soviet newspapers Saturday 
published photographs of the 
33-year-old mission commander 
in Zvyezdny, foe space pro- 
gramme village outside Moscow. 

Vasyutin returned to earth on 
Nov. 21, with fellow-cosmonauts 
Viktor Savinykh and Alexander 
Volkov, after spending 65 days 
aboard foe orbiting SaJyut-7 space 
station. 

Official reports said the mission 
had been cut short because he 
needed treatment. He was flown 
straight to hospital in Moscow but 
no details of the illness have been 
given. 

The trade union daily Trad said 
Saturday Vasyutin went to Zvy- 
ezdny from hospital, but gave no 
information about his condition. 
Only Friday foe government daily 
had said he was still undergoing 
treatment in Moscow. 

One picture showed Vasyutin, 
smiling but slightly hollow- 
cheeked, laying a wreath at a 
monument to Soviet space pio- 
neer Yuri Gagarin with Savinykh 
and VoJkov. 

On Friday Izvestia said he was 
too ill to attend a celebratory mee- 
ting with his colleagues and was 
still in hospital. 

State media have notyetspelled 
out Vasyutin’s illness, or said 
when a new mission to foe space 
station might take place. 

Head of 
Paris luxury 
store dies 
in blaze 

PARIS (R) — The head of the 
luxury Paris gourmet food shop 
Fauchon and her daughter have 
died in a fire that swept the upper 
floors of the building, police said. 

A police spokesman said the 
charred bodies of Josette Gui- 
ilielmino. 62, and her daughter 
Nathalie, 20, were found in the lift 
of the store on foe elegant Place 
De La Madeleine in central Paris. 

Thirteen people including two 
firemen were injured, he said. The 
cause of the blaze was not imm- 
ediately known. 


2 more 
charged 
with spying 
in U.S. 

WASHINGTON (R) - Two 
more Americans, one of them a 
former employee at the top-secret 
National Security Agency, Have 
been accused of spying for foe 
Soviet Union. 

Randy Jeffries, 26, became the 
12fo person to be arrested in foe 
United States on spy charges this 
year when he was charged Friday 
night with trying to hand over def- 
ence secrets to Soviet officials. 

The FBI said Jeffries, who wor- 
ked for a printing company han- 
dling government contracts, was 
arrested at a Washington hotel 
Friday night and accused of trying 
to deliver classified doncments to 
Soviet military officials last Sat- 
urday. 

Earlier Friday, a federal grand 
jury charged Ronald Pel ton, who 
held top-secret clearance when he 
worked at the National Security 
Agency (NS A) from 1965 to 

1979, with selling defence secrets 
to the Kremlin for five years for 
$35,000. 

FBI Chief WiLdam Webster said 
Pel ton was unmasked by Vitaly 
Yurchenko, the KGB agent who 
redefected to Moscow earlier this 
year. The FBI has said Peiton con- 
fessed to spying for the Soviet 
Union. 

A six-count indictment handed 
down by the grand jury in Bal- 
timore, where Peiton has been 
held in jail since his arrest on Nov. 
25, said he first offered Int- 
el licence information to the Soviet 
embassy in Washington in January 

1980. It said he made several trips 
to Vienna during which he was all- 
eged to have been given 335,000 
in cash. 

UJS. officials siad Peiton was 
believed to have caused serious 
damage to National Security. His 
trial date has not been set. 

The arrest of Jeffries, who faces 
a maximum life jafl sentence if 
convicted, follows a series of swo- 
ops on spies including U.S. Navy 
intelligence analyst Jonathan Pol- 
lard, accused of selling secrets to 
Israel, and former CIA official 
Larry Chin, charged with spying 
for china for 30 years. 

In San Francisco Friday, a judge 
postponed until Feb. lOthe trial of 
Jerry Whitworth, a retired navy 
communications specialist acc- 
used of stealing military secrets as 
part of the Walker family spy ring 
for foe Soviet Union. 

FBI officials said they have 
opened a number of investigations 
as a resultof mfor.nation provided 
by Yurchenko, but stressed foe 
arrest of Jeffries was unrelated. 

“We continue to have tre- 
.nendous success with the int- 
erdiction of persons atte.npting to 
deliver our secrets to the hostile 
intelligence services,” vlr. Web- 
ster said. 


Kampuchean mutineers 
attack Hanoi troops 


BANGKOK (R) —Nine hundred 
Kampucheans seized two tanks 
and killed Vietnamese troops ine 
five-day uprising in western Kam- 
puchea, KhmerRouge Radio said 
Saturday. 

The radio, monitored in Ban- 
gkok, said 700 soldiers Kam- 
puchea’s 2nd Army Division att- 
acked Vietnamese ganisous bet- 
ween Leach and AnloungReap in 
Pursat province last Sunday.

The diplomats confirmed 
KhmerRouge reports erf an attack 
on Siem Reap town on Dec. 8 and 
9 hut were unable to corroborate 
guerrilla claims that a Soviet adv- 
iser and 174 Vietnamese troops, 
were killed in the fighting. 

The 30,000-strong Kam- 
puchean army depends on more 
than 160.000 Vietnamese trr* ps 
to defend the country from more 
than 30,000 Khmer Rouge and 
Don-Communist guerrillas, acc- 
ording to diplomats. 


U.S. row highlights f 
in polygraph machine 


NEW YORK (R). - The dash 
between Secretary of State Geo- 
rge Shultz and President Reagan 
over lie detector tests has focused 
fresh attention on a machine that 
many say is always beaten by the 
best liar. 

Both proponents and critics of 
foe lie detector agree that a pat- 
hological liar, or one just trained 
to be a good one, can easily dec- 
eive tiie machine. 

Or if you simply do not believe 
that foe fie detector, or polygraph 
test can catch a lie, then you will 
pass with frying colours. 

But if you do believe in it, they 
say, you might innocently sweat 
with accompanying rising heart 
beat and blood pressure — tra- 
ditional measurements of foe lie 
detector — and fail because you 
were worried about the results. 

Those points aside, the two 
sides of the issue are drawn over 
whether lie detectors are a val- 
uable tool which can ferret out 
liars and thieves, or a 50-year-old 
instrument that is both degrading 
and has absolutely no scientific 
proof of accuracy. 

The public clash this week bet- 
ween Mr. Shultz and Mr. Reagan 
has its origin in Mr. Reagan’s sec- 
ret directive last month ordering 
widespread polygraph tests for 
administration officials with acc- 
ess to highly sensitive information. 

Mr. Shultz said - that he had 
grave reservations about lie det- 
ector tests and would resign “the 
minute ... I am told that I'm not 
trusted.” 

.“(It) is hardly, a scientific insr 
trument (and) tends to identity 
people who are innocent as guilty 
ana misses at least some fraction 
of people who are guilty of lying,” 
Mr. Shultz said. 

The White House said Friday 
that Mr. Shultz may have mis- 
interpreted foe presidential dir- 
ective which was aimed at using 
polygraphs only as a jounter- 
espionage weapon. 

Mr. Reagan said after meeting 
Mr. Shultz Friday that foe Sec- 
retary of State need never fear 
being asked to take the polygraph 


test. 

Norma Rollins, assistant uu- 
ector of the New York Civil Lib- 
erties Union, who has testified 
before Congress on the issue said: 
“It works on people who believe 
in it. But it doesn’t work on peopl e 
who don't believe in it.” 

Victor Ka ufman , who says his 
company gives some 13,000 p*rf- 
ygraph tests a year in the N- w 
York area, agrees, adding that 
people can be trained to pass pol- 
ygraph tests. 

And there are others who can 
pass regardless of belief. 

“If a person is amoral, one who 
says ‘who cares. I’ve been stealing 
all ray life. If s no big deal.’ That 
person can pass easily,” he sakL 

“Sure a spy can be trained to 
’beat the test,” he said. 

The primary use for Ue - 
ectors, Mr. Kaufman said, is for 
pre-employment tests. 

But Ka ufman said there were 
no studies which said foe tests 
were accurate, but none which 
said they were inaccurate. 

Ro lling says the polygraph is a 
degrading, unscientific instrument 
which essentially has not chan : i 
in 50 years. 

Kaufman m aintains that UM. 
machine, with wines placed on the 
chest, stomach and fingers and a 
blood pressure tourniquet around 
the arm to measure changes in the 
body, can detect much more sub- 
tle changes today by using ele- 
ctronic components. 

Despite their widespread use in 
industry, virtually no U5. cr ,m rt 
accepts polygraph results as - 
denoe, RolSns said, although 
some agreed to introduce their 
findings as a kind of character wit- 
ness. She and Kaufman agreed 
that there are at least 23 million 
polygraph tests given to Ame- 
ricans each year. 

“Even if you agree with the ... 
American Polygraph Associa: •'»n 
that 90 jier cent of the test- 
specific incidents are acc. 
you have a lot of people who have 
been wrongly accused or lost pot- 
ential jots because of these tests,” 
Rollins said. 


El Salvador bars passage of peace marchers 


SAN SALVADOR (R) -El Sal- 
vador will bar 300 peace marchers 
from crossing its territory on their 
way through Central America 
because they plan to cause trouble 
here, Deputy Foreign Minister 
Ricardo Acevedo Peralta has 
said. 

The ban follows similar action 
by Honduras which is due to be 
foe next on foe marchers’ trip 
from Panama to Mexico. 

Eight members of foe group, 
which includes pacifists from Eur- 
ope, Asia and foe United States, 
were injured in Costa Rica by sto- 
nes and bottles thrown by rightist 
militants. 

They crossed from Cbsta Rica 
on Monday into Nicaragua where 
they received a warm welcome. 
They have proposed forming a 
human chain between foe U.S. 
and Soviet embassies in Managua 
to protest against the nuclear arms 


race and -U.S. policy in central 
America. 

At a public reception for them 
in Managua on Thursday night a 
march spokesman asked per- 
mission from President Daniel 
Ortega if they could link hands 
with thousands of Nicaraguans 
over the 10 kilometres separating 
foe US. and Soviet missioas. . 

Mr. Ortega said: “You can do 
whatever you are in free Nic- 
aragua.” 

But Mr. Ortega said he thought 
it would be better to spread the 
chain from Manag ua to Was- 
hington, which views Nicaraguan 
government as the source of Cen- 
tral American conflicts. 

"To justify their attacks, they 
(they United States) try to present 
what is happening in Nicaragua as 
an East- West conflict. This is not 
an East- West conflict,” Mr. Ort- 
ega said. 


He said the strife in Nicaragua 
was part of a wider straggle bet- 
ween foe United States and L:.; ; n 
America which included the $380 
billioa owed by the regpon in for- 
eign debt, much erf it to U.S. 
banks. 

The marchers are to spend Chr- 
istmas in Nicaragua before hea- 
ding north to Honduras where 
U.S .-backed anti-Sandinista reb- 
els maintain bases. 

Mr. Ortega described US. • 
icies in the region as “ monstri 
drawing loud applause from the 
marchers. 

Several high-ranking Sandinista 
officials, including Vice-President 
Sergio Ramirez, Health Minister 
Maria Tellez, Education Minister 
Fernando Carden aJ and Culture 
Minister Ernesto Cardenal turned 
out to meet the marchers with i::e 
president. 


1988 Democratic nomination becomes a horse race 


NEW YORK (RJ -The fight for 
foe Democratic Party’s 1988 pre- 
sidential nomination has turned 
into a horse race with a field full of 
longshots, following Senator 
Edward Kennedy's scratching of 
his name from the list. 

Pollsters and political experts 
said that Colorado Senator Gary 
Hart was the frontrunner of the 
moment, closely followed by New 
York Governor Mario Cuomo, a 
man who continues to say he is not 
planning on running and had 
hoped Kennedy would. 

“It is like taking Hertz out of foe 
rental car field. Now the question 
is, who is Avis?” Democratic Pol-, 
Ister Peter Hart told Reutere. 

He said the Kennedy wit- 
hdrawal. announced in Boston on 
Thursday night, opens the way for 
a new generation of -Democrats to 
seek their party’s highest honour 
and fight an election in which 
more than half the electorate will 
have been bom after 1940. 

Democratic strategist Bob Squ- 
ier said his guess was that Ken- 
nedy's tuking himself out of foe 


race “put a lot of dark horses on 
the track much before they would 
want to." 

Besides Mr. Cuomo, whose 
keynote speech electrified the 
1 984 Democratic convention, and 
Sen. Hart, who foiled that year to 
wrest the nomination from Walter 
Mondale despite strong early pri- 
mary showings, these names are 
being mentioned by pollsters and 
politicians: 

— Delaware Senator Joseph 
Biden, a strong speaker almost on 
a par with Sen. Kennedy for imp- 
assioned oratory. 

— Missouri congressman Ric- 
hard Gephardt, chairman of the 
powerful House Democratic Cau- 
cus. 

— Massachusetts Governor 
Michael Dukakis, who once lost 
his party’s renomination for gov- 
ernor through unpopularity. 

— Arizona Governor Bruce 
Babbitt, a Democrat from a str- 
ongly Republican state. 

— Outgoing Virginia Governor 
Charles Robb, a son-in-law of the 
late President Lyndon Johnson, 
who believes his party should 


move away from its discredited 
liberalism. 

— New Jersey Senator Bill Bra- 
dley, best known to Americans as 
a star basketball player for the 
New York Knieks. 

Although many experts tbinlc 
that black civil rights leader Jesse 
Jackson will again seek the nom- 
ination, they doubt he can win iL 

Mr. Mondale, who won only 
one state in foe 1984 election, 
removed himself from ever see- 
king public office again' the Jay 
after President Reagan defeated 
him. 

Warren Mitofsky, political pol- 
lster for CBS, said: “Taking Ken- 
nedy out of the picture will leave 
t h i ngs wide open. He was the best 
known of foe potential candidates. 
It will free labour (unions) to pick 
and choose more openly and it 
should help Cuomo should he dec- 
ide to run.” 

Mr. Mitofsky said that Cuomo 
and Kennedy shared some of the 
same liberal constituencies. He 
also said, “the outcome of these 
things (nomination battles) is 


never predictable. It is foolish to 
even tiy.” 

Although he says he has no 
plans for running, Cuomo said on 
Thursday night he would “never 
say never." 

John Sears, a Republican 
ategfet and onetime aide to Mr. 
Reagan, said: “This would have 
been a very tough race for Ken- 
nedy. I think anyone who studied 
foe 1984 race would understand 
that it would be very difficult for 
Kennedy, coming into 1988 with 
much foe same support that Mon- 
dale had. to enlarge on that base. 

“So obviously he conclude! 
that he couldn't make the trip to 
the centre fast enough to make 
1988 a reality in his life and he 
decided to stop. This early ann- 
ouncement makes it in some ways 
easier for the other candidates.” 

Democratic Party National 
Chairman Paul Kirk said he tho- 
ught Sen. Hart , was now at the 
head of foe pari. But he ad .{ 
that was just for n6w. The bu . - 
for the nomination is a horse race” 
he added.

LONDON (R) — Four Iranians 
and a Syrian have been arrested in 
Iran on charges of illegal hunting 
and trading of rare hawks, Iran's 
National News Agency ERNA 
reported c 'ny. IRNA, rec- 
eived in Louuuu, quoted Tehran 
newspapers as saying the four Ira- 
nians were caught red-handed and 
later confessed to having sold the 
hawks to international dealers at 
about $120,000 per bird. The Syr- 
ian was arrested as he entered the 
country with two hawks and six 
crows which he said he wanted to 
exchange for four hawks on his 
way out. Hunting rare birds is ill- 
egal in Iran, whose hawks are 
among the world’s rarest species, 
the agency added.

ZURICH (R^ — The girlfriend of 
Swiss Soar Arthur Bezzola, 
who was found dead, was taken 
into custody, police said.

He 
was briefly chief executive of the 
troubled international hotel group 
Nova Park, representme Arab 
investors who attempted a fin- 
ancial rescue. In September 1984, 
after only six months in the post; 
he was ousted by the principal 
owner, Rene Hatt, when pressure 
from creditors mounted.
